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Wuuiz there has been more or less talk during 
the past few days of a peaceful settlement of the 
Chilian difficulty, it is a noticeable and signiticant 
fact that the active warlike preparations com- 
menced some weeks ago have gone on uninterrupt- 
edly, and in some instances with unusual energy. 
We tell elsewhere what has been done in some di- 
rections, but there isa great deal in addition that 
has not yet come to the surface and will not until 
the time comes for a display of forces. The sup- 
pression of news regarding the movements of ves- 
sela and of orders. to officers are some of the signifi- 
cant signs of preparations thatare in progress. This 
action of the Department has given rise to much 
speculation regarding the movements of ships. 
With the exception, however, of the departure of 
the Philadelphia and Concord from Barbadoes for 
Montevideo, and the Charleston from San Diego for 
Mere Island for repairs, and the Yorktown from 
Valparaiso to Callao with refugees on board, it is 
believed that there bave been no other important 
movements during the week. 





“Eyvrorency Reports” covering the services, 
special qualifications, etc., of almost every com- 
missioned officer in the Army, have now been re- 
ceived at the War Department. With scarcely an 
exception the reports are most gratifying. 








RECENT DEATHS. 


Last week we briefly referred to the death, Jan 
14, at Philadelphia, Pa., of that distinguished sol- 
dier, Gen. James 8. Brisbin, colonel of the 8th U. 8. 
Cavalry. Gen. Brisbin in his younger days was a 
schoolmaster and journalist, and at the beginning 
of the Civil War was cunnected with a paper in 
Centre County, Pa. In April, 1861, he received an 
appointment as 2d lieutenant of ist U. 8. Dragoons, 
jumped to captain of the 6th Cavalry a few months 
afterwards, in 1864 was appointed colonel of the 5th 
U. 8. Colored Cavalry, and brigadier-general of vol- 
unteers in May, 1865. Resuming service in the Re- 
gular Army at the close of the war, he was pro- 
moted major in 1868, lieutenant-colonel in 1885, and 
colonel in 1889. For gallautry in various battles 
during the war he received brevets from major to 
colonel in the Regular Army and of brigadier and 
major-general of volunteers. After the war he 
served with great efficiency on the plains and at 
frontier posts, but was obliged some time ago, on 
account of ill health, to relinquish active service to 
await retirement. He settled at Red Wing, Minn. 
Gen. Brisbin was for many years an enthusiatic and 
able factor in the agricultural progress of the 
Northwest, paying much attention to cattle grazing 

Brevet LIEUTENANT-CoLONEE Wa. E. Prince, 
major, 0.8. A., died at his residence in New York 
City Jan. 21. He was born in Boston in 1815, and 
was the son of an eminent merchant in that city. 
He was appointed 2d‘lieutenant, Ist U. 8. lnfantry, 
in 1838, and served with distinction in the Mexican 
War, receiving the brevet of captain for his gal- 
lantry at the battle of Santa Cruz de Rosale. In 
1&9 he was promoted captain, and in November, 
1861, was promoted major of the 3d Infantry. He 
rendered faithful service during a portion of the 
war and received the brevet of lieutenant colonel, 
but was obliged to retire in 1864 on account of dis- 
ability incurred in the line of duty. The deceased 
was an officer of fine and soldierly appearance, of 
genial and kindly disposition, and the soul of honor. 
He was twice married.

The 
general was heartily congratulated upon baving 
reached the age of retirement, after a career full of 
honor, and sincere regrets were expressed that the 
time had come for him to sever his active connection 
with the Army. 

Mrs. Kautz was assisted in receiving by Mrs. An- 
derson, the wife of Col. Anderson, the post com- 
mander, and by Mrs. Byrne, the wife of the medical 
director. The guests consisted of all the officers of 
the Army and Navy in Vancouver and Portland, 
the clergy and many citizens of Portland and Van- 
couver. 

Anderson made a brief 
speech in honor of Gen. Kautz, in the course of 
which he said: “ Forty-six years agotbe officer in 
whose honor we come together to-night began his 
career as a soldier by tramping from the harbor of 
the true cross to the halls of the Montezumas.

Secretary of the Navy: 

The American Minister informs me that the Chilian Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs has changed his mind about refu- 
gees now on the Yorktown, and that they may be taken out 
of any merchant vessel touching ata Chilian port + 4 local 
authority. Arrangements bad been made forall of them to 
sail to-day, but this change of base on the part of the Chil- 
ian Minister of Foreign Affairs compels me to keep them, 
which crowds me very much. ShallI land them at Callao, 
Peru, or Molendo, Peru? Nosteamers from bere go direct 
to neutral territory. This unexpected act of the Chilian 
Minister of Foreiga Affairs is due, he states,in part to my 
saluting the Spanish minister when came on board to de- 
liver two refugees. I have requested the American Minis- 
ter to say to the Minister of Foreign Affairs that I am re- 
sponsible to my own Government and not to that of Chili in 
such matters, and that I consider bis criticism offensive and 
I will not accept it. His action seems uaworty of the rep- 
resentative of a serious Government. EVANS.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


"A SATISFACTORY trial under forced draught has 
been made by H. M. 8S. Gleaner. The working of 
both engines and boilers left nothing to be desired. 
3,500 horse power was stipulated by the Admiralty, 
but the mean for the trial was 3,631.6, with a speed 
ot 20.1 knots per hour. 

Durixe 1891 no iess than nineteen men-of-war 
have been launched by the British Government. 
Of these three have been of 14,150 tons each, and 
tbree cruisers of 7,500 tons each. These nineteen 
vessels aggregate a total of 108,000 tons, and the 
cost has been $28,453,292. 

WHILE waiting for “something to turn up” at San 
Diego, the crews of the Charleston and San Fran- 
cisco bave been indulging iu a series of boat races, 
the culmination having occured on Jan. 9th, 
In the gig race the San Franciscos won, but the 
tables were well turned by the six oared whale 
boat of the Charleston beating their opponents by 
55 seconds in a two mile race. 

A WASHINGTON despatch of Jan. 18 says: A dele- 
gation of prominent ministers of various denomina- 
tions in this city called on the Secretary of the Navy 
this morning to protest against! alleged ill treatment 
of Marines at the Washington Barracks. The Sec- 
retary quoted reports of officers to show that there 
had been no severer treatment than proper disci- 
pline demanded, but in the light of some new alle- 
gations made he promised to look further into the 
matter. Further investigation satisfied even the 
clergymen themselves that they had been misled as 
to the facts. 

TueE Dolphin will be the next addition to the act- 
ive list of the Navy. She is now receiving her arma- 
ment and stores at the Norfolk Navy-yard, where 
she will probably be placed in commisrion during 
the coming week. Her officers have been selected, 
but not yet ordered. As made up the detail is un- 
gercteed te cow prise the following officers: Comdr. 
Chas. V. Gridley, comdg.; Lieut. J. D. Adams, ex- 
ecutive; Lieut. Hamilton Hutchins, navigator; Eo- 
signs Louis S. Van Duzer, J. A. Hoogewerff and M. 
Jobnston, watch officers; P. A. Engr. Geo. W. Baird, 
Asst. Paymr. 8. L. Heap and P. A. Surg. J. D. Gate- 
wood. 

Tut United Service Gazette says: ‘‘That the Gov- 
ernment of the United States of America does not 
intend to falter in its determination to secure an ef- 
fective Navy is abundantly evidenced by the annual 
report just issued of that country’s Naval Bureau. 
Not only does this instructive document demon- 
strate the great advances already made, but the 
recommendations therein advanced by Secretary 
Tracy show that the U. 8. officials at any rate do not 
intend to rest satisfied with an incomplete pro- 
gramme of naval construction, or to leave any stone 
unturned in order to perfect the organization of the 
new Navy. The energy being displayed by our 
American cousins in the formation of a fleet—which 
to them is, after all, not a vital necessity—should act 
as an incentive to us to place our first line of de- 
fence, upon which our very existence absolutely de- 
pends, in such a condition as to fit it to cope with all 
contingencies.” 

Tur Army and Navy Gazette age : “Ln this coun- 
try we should never be above taking a hint in mat- 
ters naval from other nations, especially when it is 
seen that some course they are taking is in accord- 
ance with enggestions originally made by our own 
naval men, and the working of which 1s baving good 
results. In the United States the assignment of 
prospective commanders of new vessels as inspec- 
tors, pending their completion and fitting out, ap- 
pears to have become a fixed policy with the Navy 
Department. The plan was inaugurated with the 
aoclanment of ber future commander as chief in- 
spector of the Detroit, building at Baltimore. And 
now Capt. C. H. Davis, who is tocommand the Mont- 
gomery, has received orders to superintend ber com- 
pletion. A captain bas also been selected for the 
command of the protected cruiser New York, and 
has been assigned to duty in connection with the fit- 
ting out of the new cruiser. it will be remembered 
that Capt. W. H. Hall, when chief of the I[ntelli- 
gence Department, strongly urged upon the Admi- 
ralty the necessity for appointing not only the * 
tain, but a greater — of the complement of offi- 
cers, to every vessel preparing for commission. It 


was understood that only a scarcity of officers pre- 
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vented the suggestion being acted upon; but this 
reason does not operate in the case of the principal 
officers, and at least all the vessels in Class A of the 
reserve should have their captains arsigned to 
them.” 

AT the present time the French Government has 
either in process of construction, fitting out, or 
undergoing trials, ninetv-t wo men-of-war, having a 
total displacement of 167,373 tons. 

In a circular letter dated Jan. 20, 1892, Command- 
ants of Navy Yards were instructed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that “ Foremen, Quartermen and 
others who are employed at the Yard and who have 
lost their ratings through failure to pass at the head 
of the list in competitive examination but are 
capable workmen, shall be regarded as discharged, 
but shall be given employment upon making ap- 
plication aud registering at the office of the Board 
on Labor Employment. 

Tue New York Times, illustrating the character 
of the scratch crews of some of our naval vessels 
during the Civil War, tells the story of the applica- 
tion of a paymaster to the commanding officer of a 
vessel for assistance ip opening a safe that defied his 
efforts: The macbivists were sent for, and after 
working unsuccessfully at the combination, gave it 
up as a job beyond their abilities. The paymaster 
came on deck and mentioned his dilemma to the 
officer of the watch. “ Ob, I[ can fix that for you,” 
said the officer, confidently. * Boatswain's mate, 
pass the word forall the burglars in the ship to re- 
port to the paymaster.”’ In obedience to the com- 
mand a score of men sought that official, aud in a 
few moments picked the lock and the safe was 
opened. 

Tue steamer New Hampshire, the second of the 
twin steamers which bave been building at Harlan 
and Hollingsworth vards at Wilmington, Del., for 
the Providence and Stonington Steamship Co., to 
run on their Stonington line, was successfully 
launched on Jan. 16, in the presence of the officers 
and directors of the company and a large number 
of townspeople. [t will be remembered that the 
Maine, the first one of these new vessels, was 
launched on Oct. 1 last.

With the com- 
pletion of these twin steamers, the Providence and 
Stonington Steamship Co., which by its two Sound 
lines, viz., the Providence and the Stonington line, 
and its rail connection, forms a great system of 
travel from New York to all the New England 
States, will have steamers named after all of the 
States except one. The steamers Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts and Rhode [sland are too well known to 
require comment. The Maine and New Hampshire 
will be even finer vessels if that were possible, and 
the Vermont will be the name of the next steamer 
built for this enterprising company.

factory is running upon pearly full capacity and or- 
ders have just been received to doubls the shipment 
for Mare lisiand Navy-yard, making 20,000 pounds. 
Orders were issued for the single turretted monitors 
to be fitted out for coast defence purposes. 
Jan. 17.—Over 16,000 men are now employed in the 
Navy-yard, and good progress is being made with 
the work on the Texas, Raleigh, and the double tur- 
retted monitor Amphitrite. 

To this the N. Y. Herald adds the following: “The 
Engineer Corps has tukewise been unusually active 
of late, increasing the torpedo plants for the sev- 
eral harbors, particularly San Francisco.

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WAR WITH OBILI. 


To one .accustomed to Chilian ways and .prée- 
judices, it is not surprising that our long-suffering 
country has finally determined to assert her 
rights and protect her abused subjects. 
For many years, correspondents of the press, 
South of Mexico, have written of the national 
dislike entertained for this country by our hybnd 
neighbors of the South. The republics of Central 
America are entirely European in their sentiment; 
and it is only when their pocket is to be benefited, 
that they may be expected to favor the United 
States. With the exception of the Argentine Re- 
public and Brezil, our South American cousins bave 
no friendly feelings for us. 

Reciprocity will, in time, enter as a new factor 
into our Southern relations; but as yet, in commer- 
cial affairs, we are at a very great disadvantage. 
The English and the Germans are, as the Secretary 
of the Navy stated in his annual report, now en- 
gaged in business strife, throughout all the Spanish- 
speaking countries of our continent; and notwith- 
standing the fact that they keep closely occupied. in 
thwarting each other's purposeg, each finds time to 
injure our interests all that is possible. In Central 
Awerica, the German and English diplomatic repre- 
sentatives never lose an opportunity of advancing 
the interests of their countrymen, and are always 
ready to go out of their way to interfere with.en- 
terprises of citizens of the United States. Our re- 
presentatives seem to have no general in- 
structions, and have waited until called upon 
before acting. Unlike the representatives of 
European countries, they have shown no disposition 
to advance the interests.of their countrymen. This 
apathy on the part of the representatives of the 
United States has done more than anything-else to 
bring us into disrepute. 

A few years ago our flag in San Jose de Guate- 
mala was hauled down, and our Oonsul at that 
point grossly insulted, but no redress was ever 
exacted. In nearly every port, from Guaymas to. 
Cape Horn, more respect is shown to the flag of the 
most insignificant of European powers than to our 
own. We have failed to assert ourselves as the 
preponderating nation of this continent, and owing 
to our easy going methods we have failed to inspiro 
the Southerners with a just appreciation of our 
power. The Mexicans of the border believe to-day 
that they can wipe the United States out of exist- 
ence when they choose to march against us; and 
arrogant Chili, flushed by Peruvian victories, re- 
gards us much in the same light. 

Should circumstances soshape themselves that we 
must proceed against Chili, the undertaking will be 
most difficult and expensive. The greatest mistake 
we could make would be to underestimate the 
strength of our adversary, and the advantages 
now on his side. As already pointed out in various 
sheets, we should by all means secure the friendly 
disposition of Peru, in order to use her shores asa 
base of operations for our vessels and convoys on 
the coast. With that point gained the victory is 
already half won. Imagine a narrow strip of land 
2,500 miles long, varying in breadth from 40 milés 
to 200, sloping rapidly from the Andes mountains 
to the Pacific, and you have Obili. Her climate va- 
mation is as great as that between Oape Farewell of 
Greenland and the West Indies. The population is 
not all of the indolent, lazy half-breed type found 
close to the equator; it varies with the heat of the 
sun’s rays. On the northern frontier close to Pera 
the average Obilian is very well satisfied with a 
shirt and a banana; he has no ambition beyond 
the possession of these two articles, and be is the 
citizen of Obili who works jn the nitrate districts. 
ion of the inhabitants grows whiter; but even in 
temperate climate of Valparaiso or farther 
south, it never can be compared in brilliancy with 
what we call an English caste. Ttre whitest Chilian 
resembles the sallow Spaniard. Oonsidering that 
the Chilian of to-day is a sad amalgamation of 
Spanish, Indian and negro blood, and combines the 
bad qualities of those three races, it is, surprising 
that the country should have attained the promi- 
nence it has, in South Amerizan affairs. Asa na- 
tion, the Ohilians cannot be compared with “the 
Mexicans; but are on a par with the Guatemaltecos. 
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Only a few among them, like the wealthier citizens, 
of Valparaiso.and Santiago Who have tfavélled,. 


have imbibed progressive idéas. 


By progressive ideas-‘we mean, a due apprecia- 
tion, for instance, of the excellence of ‘our institu- 
tions as compared with the backwardness of their 
own. ‘The ‘improvements ‘in ‘electricity; the high 
degree of perfection of our railways; a proper view, 


of how to live; the amenities of civilized éxisten 


in the parlor, at the table, and on the’street; and,’ 
finally, the necessity of the bath as a cleanser, are 
all foreign to Chilian conception. How, as a people, 
they may be brought toa proper sense of what is. 
right and wrong is a.question for the moralist to 
consider. Wherever there is avy infusion of Span-' 
ish blood on our continent, there seems tobe a ten- 
dency to develop such a spirit of untairness, cruelty 
and treachery as bas usually been attributed to an 
Apache Indian. Up to the period of Ohili’s dim 
culties with Perv, she paid little attention to mili- 
tary affairs; and with a population close to 3;000;000, 
was:satisfied with a standing army of about 4,000 
men. Including her available militia, she can now 
put into the field 25,000 fair troops. Some 10,000 
of them are well armed with the European Mann- 
licher magazine guns and with Krupp artillery. 
They are a fighting force not ‘tobe ignored. The 
private lacks, though, the individuality and self- 
reliance which we expect in our own men, and the 
officers are only privates in handsomer uniforms. 
Among their field officers are many ‘who have seen 
service in Chili’s entanglements, but the subalterns 
as a class are a poor lot. The troops recruited in 
the north are unworthy of the name of soldiers, but 
those secured from the departments close to the 
capital are excellent material. They are fairly well 
educated, are well clothed and fed, and are filled 


with national pride. 


Balmaceda had 10,000 infantry that would have: 
stood well, compared with an equal number of men 
of any government. These troops were turned over 


to the Congressional party and are undoubtedly 
now the *‘ old guard” of Chili. 


In an attack on Chili the difficulties of approach 
from the sonth are such that this must be considered 
out of the question. With Peru friendly, the ports 
of Iquique and Arica would be the first to fall into 
our bands, after which owing to the nar- 
rowness of her territory our line could be 
advanced slowly and surely towards Santi- 


ago. Fortunately, there are no such

‘Our men will find the population exceedingly hos- 
tile at first; but a generous use of money will over- 
‘come much of this natural antipathy. 

Tn recent ‘wars, the Uhilian army has shown great 
endurance, though nothing more than has been 
done on our frontier against the Indians. Their 
cavalry:is mounted on a ‘“‘broncho” breed that 
knows no gaitbuta quick gallop, and during the 
Bolivian wars this branch of the army is reported 
to have made some phenomen&l marches. Their am- 
munition factories.‘and repair shops are well man- 
aged by German Officers, who may be relied upon to 
keep up the supply of cartridges. Their army wil] 
not give us.any serious trouble to overcome. With 
foreigners to direct its movement it might be ma- 
nauvied annoyingly, but it can never stand against 
us in‘an equal fight. 

The theatre of any land war in Chilian territory 
is So Contractéd that a long campaign would be im. 
possible. The main fighting would be done near 
Bantiago, to which points the Ohilian troops would 
undoubtedly retire. An officer with a staff wel) 
educated in all the deveit and/artifice of Indian war- 
fare would be the most available and useful in a cam 
paign against this people. The Modoc treachery and 
the Gibicu m utiny are incidents to be borne in mind 
when We lave orice put ashore on Chilian soil. The 
blind fury of the Spanish hybrid is difficult to con- 
trol, and it appears from daily despatches that the 
—* anger ‘is\being fanned rather than appeased. 

nder such conditions our commanders must hold 
the Ohilians to a strict aceount {of prisoners. It is 
strange that, in this epoch of civilization, such a 
barbarity,‘as illtreatment or murder of prisoners 
should neéd to be guarded against; but it is neces” 
gary with our present adversary, who by nature’ 
disposition and education is a foe without chivalry, 
bravery or manliness. 

From the Obilian navy or torpedo fleet, we have 
but little to fear, provided precautions are taken by 
our cruisers. They have but one formidable ves- 
sel, the Capitan Prat, now lying unfinished at Tou- 
lon, France. ‘With her heavy batteries she would 
be more than a match for any cruiser we have at 
present in commission. Although launched, she 
latks her gunr, and should war be declared before 
her completion, the French Government would be 
obliged to hold her until the cessation of hostilities. 
The jast-report is that she will not be ready until 
April. The other vessels of the Bemeraida and 
Piito type ate of about 6,000 tons, fast and 
modern, but can be easily taken care of by the 
Charleston or Yorktown. Ohili may be able to 
smuggle fordigners into her battleships to work 
their guns and complicated machinery; Without 
them these vessels would jese their efficiency- 
‘The Ohilian is no sailor; he has never been accused 
of a fondnaas for water, either fresn or salt, and if 
there is any of the old spirit left that enabled us to 
pass Forte Jackson and St. Philip, or the batteries 
iat Mobile Bay, which we'do not doubt, the Ohilian 
Navy will eithereoon be fying our énsign or be 
iqiletly résting With Davy Jones.

discussed some of the more impurtant military 
measures before them, but there is a disposition on 
the part of the committee to dispose of the bulk of 
the private bills before taking up the general meas- 
ures. From the informal discussions thus far it does 
not appear that the Proctor economical scheme for 
reorganizing the infantry and artillery is very fav- 
orablv received by the old members of the commit- 
tee. Having thoroughly investigated the subject in 
former Congresses, there is a disposition to stand b 
the Mandersen Infantry bill and the Artillery bill 
as recommended last session, regardless of the im- 
probability of favorable action by the.House on 
apy measure that contemplates an increasein ex- 
penditures. 

Speaking of the matter, the other day, a promi- 
nent member of the committee said it was the duty 
of the committee to favor the measure that prom- 
ised the most good for the Army and the country. 
If a wortby measure does not meet with the appro- 
val of the House because it costs something, the re- 
sponsibility then rests wich that body, and there is 
seemingly no intention on the part of the commit- 
tee to frame its business to meet the views of the 
lower House when it is against the interest of the 
Service to do so. 

The committee at its regular meeting on Thure- 
day agreed to report favorably S. bill No. 1233, au- 
thorizing the acceptance of a tract of land on the 
line of railway between Burlington and Higate, 
Vermont, and the erection thereon of the necessary 
buildings. oto. for a military post; S. 258, for the 
relief of Lieut. Col. M. P. Small from —— 
for loss of funds embezzied from him at Chicago in 
1888 ; S. 1040, authorizing the Secretary of War to 
lease certain lands under his control not needed for 
military purposes; S. 1312, to pay Dr. J. B. Read his 
claim of $17,000 for royalty on rifle projectiles with 
sabots furnished during the war. The report on the 
bill for the relief of Col. Small was bya majority 
vote, several Senators dissenting. 

All the pending nominations were acted upon 
favorably except in the case of 2d Lieutenant John 
Howard, who was nominated for transfer. His case 
went over until the next meeting. 

The bill authorizing the construction of two rev- 
enue cutters for service on the Pacific Coast, at a 
cost of $175,000 and $150,000 each, has been favorably 
reported by the Senate Committee on Commerce. 

he Service Committees of Congress ure gradu- 
ally settling down to business. As a whole, there is 
little for them to do until the sub-committees have 
iuvestigated and reported upon the measures re- 
ferred to them, but these sub-committees are at 
work and will shortly make their reports. For the 
present only brief sessiors of the full committees 
will be held. The Military Committee of the House 
will give first attention tothe Army and Military 
Academy appropriation bill. The sub-committee on 
the Army bill, of which Mr. Outhwaite is chairman, 
bas already made considerable headway on that 
measure and will probably have it ready to report 
to the full committee within the next ten days. 
With the two appropriation bills out of the way, 
attention will then be given to measures of special 
legislation. Although Chairman Outhwaite has 
little hope of any important legislation outside of 
the regular appropriations, he will take pains to see 
tbat the responsibility does not rest with his Com- 
wittes. Every measure referred to it, be says, shall 
bave proper and prompt attention. There was a 
meeting of the Committee on Tuesday, at which the 
400 military measures were referred to the appro- 
priate sub-committees. No other business was 
transacted. 

At the meeting of the House Naval Committee on 
Tuesday the naval measures thus far introduced 
were referred by the chairman to sub-committees, 
as follows:

On Navigation and Supplies and Miscellaneous, Mr. Geis- 
senhainer, Chairman—1825, for the presentation of badges to 
members of Greely Relief Expedition and numerous peti- 
tions praying for transfer of Revenue Marine and for the

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


General Flagler, Chief of Ordnance, has sub- 
mitted to Con the following statement show- 
ing the cost of type guns and the average cost of 
the other guns made at the Army gun factory 
during the past year: 12-inch B. L. rifle, steel, 
type—cost of forgings, $57,082.80; finishing 
and assembling, $22,894; cost of completed 
gun, $79,426.80. Part of these forgings for 
the 12-inch type guns were procured abroad, 
and the high price paid for them, as well 
as for the remaining forgings for the gun pro- 
cured in this country, was due to the early delivery 
demanded by the department. The increased cost 
over present prices of finishing and assembling 
this gun was due to the very limited facilities exist- 
ing in the old gun shop for guns of this calibre, as 
well as to the inexperience in making guns of 
this size : 12-inch B. L. mortar, steel, type—Cost 
of forgings, $11,408.43 ; finishing and assembling, 
$6,379.88; cost of compieted mortar, 17,787.81. 
The average cost of the 3.2 inch B. L. rifle, steel, 
was—OCost of forgings, $455 ; finishing and assem- 
bling, $520.11 ; cost of gun complete, $975.11.

THE STATE TROOPS. 


NEW YORK NATIONAL GUARD. 


Tue annual report of Major General Josiah Por- 
ter, Adjutant General of New York, announces 
among other things that the National Guard of the 
State now comp officers and men—l4 
regiments, one battalion and 48 separate companics 
of infantry, 5 batteries of artillery, 1 troop of cav- 
airy, and 3 signal corps. Three new companies have 
been added, making 48 separate companies, aed 
with these exceptions no changes bave been made 
during the year. 

A compeny of infantry was mustered in at Buf- 
falo, May 27, 1891, and attached to the 74th Regt., 
and designated as Co. H. 

Reference is made to the arms, uniforms and 
equipments, armories and arsevals owned by the 
State, the camp of instruction, list of pensioners, 
etc. 8 ing of the substitution of white forhght 
blue trimmings on the coat, and white for dark 
blue stripes on the trousers of organizations in the 
Fourth Brigade, General Porter says: “With these 
modifications, tbe uniform is sufficiently attractive, 
and in every way soldierly. [t compares with mauy 
of the ‘ distinctive uniforms,’ so called, mot te the 
disadvantage of the former.”” An additional su 
ply of overcoate, blouses and blankets is urgently 


required. 
Speaking of the Naval Militia, General Perter 


says ; 

“The project of establishing a Naval Militia could 
not have been undertaken under better auspices 
and with more desirable officers and seamen, and if 
should in fairness be stated that they have strug? 
glied notin vain for success, working — 
faitbfully and intelligently, but under most dis- 
couraging circumstances. The statute under whieh 
they were organized is lamentably deficieatin pearly 
all the provisions that should be found in such a 
law. Itis of first in importance that these defects 
should be remedied by a new evactment. Thus far 
the battalion has borne its own expenses, aod they 
have not been insignificant, the State baving no 
fund with which to come to its assistance. They 
need an armory near or preferably directly on the 
water, as well as avme, equipments and uniferme. 
The aliowance of tne United States will be of seme 
avail, but will only partially supply the necessary 
arms and equipments. What has been done thus far 
by this battalion commends it to the favurable con- 
sideration of the Legislature.

NAVAL BATTALIONS. 


MASSACHUSETTS. 


A BILu bas been introduced in the State Senate which 
provides for the extension and enlargement of the naval 
militia movemeot. It provides for a naval brigade ot two 
battalions. It 1s proposed to have the 2d Battalion com- 
posed of four companies, to be distributed amoog four sea- 
port towns, sucb at Gloucester, Newburyport, Salem, Lynn. 
and to bave the entire torce assemble tor the summer ex- 
ercises with the Nortb Atlantic Squadron. The hearty sup- 
port wbicb the present bettaliou bas received, assur. s the 
success of this measure, which will doubtless soon become 
alaw. The mer and cfficers are to receive the pay ot Army 
ofbeers ct thexrrelative rank. The chief petty officer is to 
bave the pey of asergeant mejorand the other petty offi- 
cers tbat cf s': ff cergeants of infantry. Boatswain's mates 
and sUTLEI’s Mates we to rack with sergeante ; oqzewaia 
acd qvartermaetcrs with ccrpcrals of infantry. cea 
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men shall receive the same pay oe enlisted men, companies 
of infantry. The naval brigade is to be uniformed as the 
Commander-io-Chief shal! direct, and shall be instructed as 
he may direct,and be subject to the laws and regulations 
governing the militia. The duty required by law may be 
performed afloat. 

The proposed increase in the naval force of this Common- 
wealth will make the entire number of officers and mien 
available 650, or nearly three times the present effective 
number. It will be noticed that while the number of offi- 
cers bas not been increased the number of enlisted men per 
com pany is 73 instead of 52, as at present. This increase is to 
give two petty officers and 16 men to each section, as pro- 
vided in tbe new regulations, and a bugler is also provided 
foreach company. On Tuesday. Jan. 26. a delegation from 
the joint Committee on Military Affairs will inspect the 
battalion at the — 

The routine of work foreach division is co arranged in 
the programme that in the course of this month each is ex- 
ercised specially in the following: Marlinspike seamansbip, 
fencing, loading and firing manus! as adapted to the Lee 
rifle, instruction in bandling the Hotchkiss 3 iach B. L. R. 
and Gatliog on shore. These, in addition to reviews in light 
watching order, naval brigade formations in heavy march- 
ing order, battle formations and street fighting. The bat- 
tahon’s drills are ali conducted according to the require- 
ments of the new tactics only, and it is gratifying to note 
that the men show remarkable facility in adapting them- 
selves to battle formation and street fighting. , 


Texas is wide awake on the subject of naval militia. The 
Galveston Artillery Co. bas been accepted as part of the 
naval force, and is to receive the State 5 of the 000 
appropriated by Congress, viz., $938. The Dupont Naval 
Veteran Association are making a grand effort, the Texas 
Volunteer tells us, to perfect a volunteer coast defence for 
Texas. The local organization in Texas is the Dupont Naval 
Veteran Association, Fort Worth, A. L. Love, commander; 
its branch in Galveston, A. B. Homer, senior lieutenant. The 
heutenant-commander is G. W. Clark, of Dallas. It is pro- 
posed to buy the Bessie Rogs, a yacht built by the Herreshoff 
Bros, for the State quarantine, offered for sale at public 
auction for only $3. one-sixth of her cost.
